SFWMD imposes restrictions 


Mandatory residential 
water use restrictions 


could be imposed in 
December

The South Florida Water 
Management District imposed 
new watey use restrictions for 
agricultural water users iñ the 
Everglades Agricultural Area 
Nov. 29. The new rules reduce 
the amount of water avallable 
to area farmers by:25-50 per- 
cent. And, if drought condi- 
tions don't improve by Dec. 6, 
when the SFWMD. board 
meets again, mandatory water 
use restrictions could be 
imposed on residential water 
users as well. 

SFWMD staff informed 
farmers añd other local resi- 
dents of the coming water-use 
restrictions during a public 
meeting last-Tuesday at the 
Dolly Hand Cultural Arts 
Center in Belle que: 

According district 
spokesman Anne Overton, 
restrictions for agricultural 
use of water were announced 
first, because of the farms’ 
ability-to-make direct with- 
drawale from Lake 
Okeechobee and the canals 
adjoining tt. 

A formula will be used to 
determine allocations for 
agricultural users from week 
to week. The allocation will be 
calculated based on weather 
and temperature conditions 
and evaporation. “If some rain 
falls over the lake, it will 
change the allocation. 
Demand will go down. If it's 
hot and dry, môre, water will 
be evaporated from the lake; 


on agricultural water use 


and the allocation will be 
reduced," Ms. Overton; 
explained. $| 

The allocations are base: 
on the amount of water avail-* 
able from the Lake, and the 
amount of water expected to 
be available from the Lake 
from November-June 1, the 
traditional “dry” season. 

Ms. Overton said the water 
use restrictions were imposed 
after climactic predictions 
that the district used to deter- 
mine water allocations 
changed, indicating that the 
drought, which is currently 
affecting the southeastern 
United States, is expected to 
persist at least through Feb. 
2001. Below average rainfall 
fell from June through 
September across most of the 
District, according to SFWMD 
studies. + 

Ms. Overton refutes the 
argument that the district's 
decision to lower the lake to 
preserve fisheries and wading 
birds has precipitated the 
current restrictions. 

“For years the lake has 
been ignored and the agency 
determined that it needed to 
pay attention to-the enyiron- 
ment and ecology and the 
sport fisheries that were being 
affected. The district only.low- 
ered the lake nine/tenths of a 
foot, based on climactic pre- 
dictions. Then the climactic 
predictions changed and.on 
top of that evaporation, and 
the lack of rainfall. has low- 
ered the lake an additional 
two feet,” she said. 

“We have seen significant 
improvement in the lake's 
ecology in the fisheries and 
the plant life since the water 
level was lowered. she 
added.

A look at the Cooperative Observer Program, 
a volunteer weather watching group 


The phone Starts ringing at 
four o'clock each afternoon. My 
weather watchers-three' dozen 
volunteers who love the weather- 
are calling in with their daily 
report. 

It is a fascinating group of 
people, ranging from 8 year-old 
‘Tyler Allender in Port St. Lucie to 
retired college professor Bruce 
Wagonseller in Jensen Beach to 
high school science teacher Rich 


Semmelmeir ín Boynton Beach. 


tach weather watcher. shares 
a terrific passion for weather. 
They-love to watch it, observe It 
and talk about it. And each after- 
noon around four o'clock, they 
call me with their daily report on 
the weather in their backyafd. 

Each weather watcher reports 
the high and low temperature, 
rainfall totals and observations 
about weather conditions in 
their area. It is important infor- 
mation to me, and the National 
Weather Service, and is part of a 
tradition of weather watching 
that was inspired by Thomas 
Jefferson. 

Jefferson, an avid weather 
watcher himself who kept a daily 
log of weather conditions for 
years, wanted farmers through: 


‘out the young republic to keep 


track: of dally weather patterns. 
What. he envisioned eventually 
evolved into today’s National 
Weather Service (NWS) network 
of weather stations. 

In every state and in nearly 
every part of the county, you'll 
find a NWS automated observa- 
tion station, silently’ recording 
weather, parameters-tempera- 
ture, humidity, wind speed and 
direction and air pressure- 24- 
hours.a day.

More affordable housing needed 


By Julie Anderson 


Florida's housing is relatively 
inexpensive compared with other 
states, but a new University of 
Florida study shows that the 
Sunshine State's burgeoning serv- 
ice sector is having more difficulty 
paying the rent and mortgage. 

Nearly one in three Florida 
households pays more than it can 
afford for housing, according to 
the report prepared by UF's 
Shimberg Center for Affordable 
Housing For homeowners alone, 
that share is 22 percent, but the 
number jumps for rentérs, with 
144 percent spending beyond their 
means for housing, the study 
shows. 

“Florida has a ‘substantial 
housing affordability problem,” 
said Robert Stroh, director of the 
Shimberg Center, part of UF's 
Rinker School of Building 
Construction. “It seems to be 


related to the relatively low-wage 
service sector employment that is 
common in many metropolitan 
area." 

‘The center's associate director, 
Marc Smith, and reseatch associ- 
ate Willidm O'Dell prepared “The 
State of Florida's Housing, 2000,” 
the first in what is planned as a 


series of annual reports. It is | 


Scheduled to be sent next week to 
state legislators and members of 
the housing industry. 

Mr. Smith said Florida's hous- 
ing is affordable relative to that of 
other States when comparing 
average incomes and housing 
prices. But when housing costs 


consume more than 30 percent of , 


household income, which often is 
the case for lower-income fami- 
lles, affordability goes out the win- 


dow, he said. The largest share of = 


Florida's 6 million households — 
about 20 percent — earns less 
than $20,000 a year, the report 
shows.

Severe reactions require imme- 
diate treatment. . Epinephrine 
(adrenaline), antihistamines such 
as Benadryl, steroids, and “H2 
blockers" like Tagamet or Zantac 
are helpful, and meticulous atten- 
tion must be given to the patient's 
airway.

A study released in the New 

Jourial “of Medicine 

last week contained an alarming 

Statistic: Strenuous exercise can 

eatly multiply the chances of 
eart failure, 

The study showed that for 
some men, the chance of heart 
failure increased by 17 times 
when they exercised strenuously. 

Before you take up permanent 
residence on the couch, there are 
a few things to consider. - 

First, the chances of heart fail- 
ure during exercise are pretty 
low to begin with. So even multi- 
plying it by 17 tímes' doesn't 
make it that great. It's something 
like changing from a one in a 
million chance to a 17 in a mil- 
lion chance. 

Next, the men most at risk 
have other health problems, I 
always encourage’ readers to 
consult a physician before mak- 
ing any change in your exercise 
plan. That's just common sense. 
If prod have health problems, you 
should ask your doctor what 
kind of exercise is right for you. 

"There's also a "Catch 22” to 
the report. The way to decrease 
your risk of heart failure during 
exercise is to exercise. 

Researchers glve the example 
of the man who doesn't normally 
exercise but goes out to shovel 
the driveway after a heavy snow- 
fall. His body is not conditioned 
for such strenuous exercise and 
the risk of heart fallure greatly 
increases. 

If those readers who have 
never seen snow can't relate to 
that scenario, try this: A man 
who works in an air-conditioned 
office and spends his evenin; 
watching TV in an air-condi- 
tioned home, loses his home to a 
hurricane. As he tries to sort
